Notes of the Week 


Tue Immigration Act has done its work well. According to the 
latest published figures, the number of aliens in 
England and Wales dropped from some 230,000 
in the year 1911 to some 230,000 in 1921. In the 
following decade they dwindled still further to 
some 180,000. In twenty years, therefore, their number has fallen 
by one hundred thousand, or more than a third. Even the past 
three years, with their improved trade and German refugee influx, 
registered not an increase but a small drop. Clearly there is no 
“aliens problem” in this country, though whether the diminution 
of neighbourly contacts with members of other nations is a moral 
or political gain in these times is another matter. Owing to the 
absence of a religious census it is impossible to say exactly how 
many of the 180,000 aliens in the country three years ago were Jews. 
Assuming that the 55,000 enumerated Russians and Poles were 
such, and omitting the smaller numbers of the other nationalities, 
we should arrive at a total of 55,000 foreign-born Jews in our 
community of 850,000, The Anglicisation of British Jewry, even 
making allowance for foreign-born Jews in Scotland not included

To take one aspect 
alone, it has now under its wing no fewer than 
fifty-four Constituent, District, AMfiliated and Associate Synagogues, 
and since the War the sum expended or sanctioned for the provision 
of premises for religious work reached the impressive figure of 
nearly £300,000, One can only hope that all this untiring 
and praiseworthy energy will be matched by a corresponding 
improvement in the religious tone of those in whose behalf it was 
spent. Side by side with its strictly synagogue activities, the United 
Synagogue has gone ahead with its invaluable welfare work. Indeed, 
it is open to discussion whether im this and other respects, as 
well as in the still disproportionate share it bears iu the raising 
of the Chief Rabbi's‘Fund, it is not something more than a simply 
Metropolitan institution, and whether its labours are not, directly 
or indirectly, benefiting the whole Commupity. If that be so, there 
would seem to be some need for a, growing appreciation of the fact 
in the rest of the country. A Uatted Synagogue embracing the 
provinces as well as London is an old dream, and apparently an 
unrealisable one! 


ALTHOUGH the Senior Treasurer's statement made no references 
to another fond dream, the creation of District 
SYNAGOGUE Rabbinates, some partial scheme for its realisa- 
WASTE ? tion has, we believe, been for some time 
under consideration. Meanwhile, we hope 
that some of thea Synagogues will pay careful. attention to 
what Mr. Samuel had to say about their administrative efficiency, 
They may have a case to put forward, but if there is really a call 
to some of them to put their houses in order then the sooner 
this simple duty is discharge the better,for what the Community can 
certainly not tolerate in these days is avoidable loss. At the same 
time the general body of members would do well to heed the 
Treasurer's words about the value of the “ covenant system” to the 
United Synagogue’s exchequer. It is a matter which we have 
frequently stressed in these columns, in one or other connection, 
and about which the fallest information is always available from 
the Board of Guardians or the United Synagogue itself.. As for that 
worthy scheme, the Mutual Aid Fand, the falling off in contribu.

Obituary 


Mr. ADOLPH 8. OCHS (New York) 


The sudden death is announced from New York, at the age of 
seventy-seven, of Mr. Adolph S. Ochs, proprietor of the New YORK 
Times and ove of the most promi- 


nent and powerful forces in 
American journalism. He was a 
son-in-law of the late Rabbi 


Isaac M. Wise, father of American 
Reform Judaism. 

Mr. Ochs bad an interesting 
and romantic career. He was 
born in 1858 at Cincinnati. . His 
father, Julius Ochs, had emigrated 
from Bavaria twelve years before, 
and finally settled in Knoxville. 
Tennessee. Here, at the age of 
eleven, after a brief schooling, 
young Ochs undertook to educate 
himself. le began humbly as @ 
newsboy and became subsequently 
printer's devil and typesetter. 
After nine years of newspaper 
work, he set up on bisown account 
as owner of the CHATTANOOGA 
Times, which he had bought for 
250 dollars. Though the paper had 
1,500 dollars worth of debts, the 


patient industry and enterprise of at 


the deceased soon built up its MR 
fortunes till it became a journal - 
of wide influence in the Southern States of 

In the spring of 1896, Mr. Ochs went to New York to negotiate 
the purchase of a paper called the Mercvry. Although this did not 
materialise, Mr. Ochs’ interest had been aroused in the New York 
‘Times, which bad been a famous paper in its day, buf was then in 
danger of dying through lack of enterprise. Several plans had been 
proposed for its more efficient management; but none of them 
fructified until Mr. Ochs, at the age of 38, formed a company with 
capital in 10,000 shares and the paper was soon placed on a sound 
financial basis. Mr. Ochs achieved his success by no spectacular 
campaigns but by a steady building up of the assets at his disposal. 
His motto for his paper was, “ all the news that’s fit to print,” and 
it was by adhering to this principle that the New York Times 
achieved its reputation for accuracy and level-headedness. 

The deceased was a man of simple tastes and modest ways. He 
was first and last a journalist keenly interested in his work and in 
upholding the honour of his craft. He was a great supporter of 
Zionism and visited Pales'ine in 1922. In the same year he was 
given the Hon. Degree of M.A., at Yale University, in recognition of 
his journalistic work, and was also Hon. Doctor of Law at Columbia 
University and of Literature at New York University. He was a 
Chevalier of the French Legion of Honour, and received gold medals 
for journalism from the National Institute of Social Sciences and 
from Missouri University. 

Mr. Ochs was for many years an active member of the Executive 
joard of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, and a 
member of Temple Emanu-El, New York. He contributed 290.099 
dollars to the Endowment Fund of the Hebrew Union College. He 
was a man of advanced religious views and shared the modern 
American tendency towards “brotherhood” and rapprochement 
between religions. In 1925 he gave two seven-branched candalabra 
replicas of the Menorah in Solomon's Temple to the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine in New York.

Mr. M. J. WODDIS 


We regret to announce the death last Saturday at the age 
of fifty-one, of Mr. Moses Jacob Woddis, a well-known journalist, 
schoolmaster and lecturer. For the past nine years, the deceased had 
been a valued member of the staff of the Jews’ Free (Central) School, 
Bell Lane. He began his teaching career atthe Baker Street Council 
Schools and was trained at the London Day Training College and at 
King’s College, where he gained the B.A. degree with honours in 
Philosophy and Sociology, and the A.K.C, diploma. Mr. Woddis 
taught at Fairclough Street Council School until March, 1924. and 
at Laycock Street, Highbury, until April, 1926, when he joined the 
Staff of the Jews’ Free Central School. From time to time he 
contributed to the columns of THE JewisH CHRONICLE. 

: Mr. Morris Bucks, Headmaster of the Jews’ Free (Central) School, 
writes : 

A prolific journalist, Mr. Woddis was a frequent contributor to the 
Jewish Press on both sides of the Atlantic. The general press, too, often 
published series of articles from his pen. He delivered a number of 
special courses of lectures under the auspices of the L.C.C. Evening 
Continuation Centres on ** The Legacy of Antiquity ” and other subjects. 
His intense Jewish consciousness found expression in his published inter- 
views on Jewish questions with eminent men of world-wide reputation, 
before whom he could be trusted to place the Jewish point of view with 
directness and skill. His voluntary work on the panel of Lecturers of the 
Central Jewish Lecture Committee. carried on in spite of illoess until a 
few weeks ago, testifies to his readiness to make sacrifices of time, energy 
and talent forthe Jewish cause. The heartfelt sympathy of all connected 
with the School is extended to his widow and children. 

A farther tribute to Mr. Woddis has been received from Mr. R. V.

Sir,—At the risk of being dubbed a Philistine, I feel I must crave leave 
to join issue with your contributor “Watchman” in his “apologia” for 
I’ pstein’s latest attempt to portray in stone the founder of Christianity.

' HITLER’S FAILURE 
The Danzig Election 


NAZIS EMPLOY TERRORISM 


Our Correspondent Arrested 


Sunday's Parliamentary General Election in the Free City of 
Denzig resulted in a serious disappointment for Hitler. The 
National Socialists already had a small majority in the Popular 
Assembly, but not a big enough majority to enable them to change 
the constitution and become an effective part of the German 
tcich. To do this, two things are necessary: a two-thirds 
majority in the Assembly and the approval of the League of 
Nations. Accordingly, the Nazis dissolved the Assembly and 
held an election on the issue: ~ Back to the Reich!” 

They gained only six seats, and with a representation of forty. 
four out of seventy-two seats, have a percentage of sixty-one. The 
Assembly is elected for four years, but can be dissolved, and it is 
expected that the Nazis will try to wear down the opposition 
electorate by a series of elections till they have secured the few 
extra seats that are necessary. They could then (with the approval 
of the League of Nations) introduce the Aryan clause and the whole 
of the anti-Semitic policy of the third Reich. 

M. Julius Cang, the Warsaw correspondent of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN and the NeWSs-CHRONICLE, 
visited Danzig for the election. At 2 a.m., after the poll, when he 
had telephoned his message to London, he was surrounded by 
members of the criminal police and taken immediately to prison. 
He was then stripped of all his clothing and put into a cell. Al 
2 p.m. he was taken before Inspector Werner and accused of sending 
information harmful to the Free City of Danzig. After an hour's 
interrogation he was sent back to his cell and his request to be put 
in touch with the British Consul or the Polish Commissioner 
General was refused. At 8 a.m.on Tuesday he was re-examined and 
found that the police had searched his hotel room. With a short 
ioterval for a stenographer to type his statements, he was examined 
for six hours under close guard. At 2.30 p.m. he was ordered back 
to his cell, but immediately afterwards he was told that if he had 
published the notes found in his cell they would have constituted 

rocity propaganda,” but in the circumstances he could go free. 
First, however, he was taken to the Senate and told to apologise, 
which he refused to do. | 

M. Cang is‘ta Polish citizen well-known in Warsaw, where he 
has for years been the Secretary of the Foreign Press Association.

In Warsaw, 
the Presidents of the Polish Journalists’ Association and the Foreign 

ess Association called at the Foreign Office and protested. 
\ccording to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency the foreign journalists 
Danzig decided to leave the “Free” City as a protest. M. Cang 

states “I believe that but for the intervention of the British 
\bassador in Warsaw and Consul in Danzig, the President of the 
iwsaw Foreign Press Association and Colonel Sciezinski, the 
resident of the Journalists’ Club in Warsaw, I should still be in 
(ue prison at Danzig.” 

The election campaign itself was accompanied by no lack of 
anti-Jewish propaganda. Signs reading: “The Jews are Our Mis 

tune,” the slogan of Julius Streicher’s STUERMER, Were displayed 

tensively everywhere. The only Jewish newspaper, the DANZIGER 
“CHO, Was confiscated without any reason being stated. Police 

arches were made before Dr. Goebbels arrived, and (according to 
the J.7.A.) several Jewish journalists from Warsaw were arrested, 
and only released after Dr. Goebbels had left. Windows were 
-mashed'in a Jewish restaurant in tlie Pfeffergasse. Kiosks selling 
‘ewish papers were wrecked. An inflammatory poster was affixed 
‘o the Synagogue building. Dr. Goebbels, speaking from a platform 
Jecorated with a banner reading “The Jews are Our Misfortune,’ 
drew applause by saying: “We do not fear worid Jewry. We have 
swept the Jews from public life. They no longer speak on behalf of 
the German people, and are no longer prominent in the German 
theatre, Press and films. They no longer represent the German 
nation,” 

On Friday, M. Papée again lodged a complaint with the Senate, 
pointing out that anti-Jewish boycotting was being carried on in 
Danzig, and demanding that the Senate should take immediate steps 
to put a stop to it, on the ground that anti-Jewish boycotting was 
contrary to the Polish-Danzig agreement. It will be remembered 
that the Senate handed down a decision last month in reply to a 
complaint lodged by the Jewish Community against the anti-Jewish 
boycott admitting the grounds of the complaint, and promising that 
the necessary measures would be taken. 

Dr. Rauschning, the former Nazi leader, who was the first 
President of the Danzig Senate and was violently denounced during 
tl € election campaign by Herr Streicher and afterwards by Dr. 
Goebbels, has fled from Danzig to Poland. Before doing so, he 


addressed an open letter to Dr. Greiser, his successor as President, 
in the DANZIGER VOLKSTIMME. The issue appeared the day before 
the polling, and was immediately confiscated. In the letter 
he wrote: “It is not true that I wanted to betray Danzig to the 
Jews. What is true is that, in accordance with my duties under the 
Danzig Constitution, which guarantees the legal and economic 
status of the Jewish population of Danzig, as well as of every other 
section of the population, I always endeavoured, as was my duty, to 
take action to prevent any prejudicing of them, legally or 
economically, and also to prevent any infringements of the Treaty 
obligations of the Free State, which would have resulted in gravely 
harming the economic life of Danzig.

It is true that openly, 
by public Governmental declarations and in full agreement 


_with the entire Senate, I promised to guarantee the rights of 


the Jewish population and of all sections of the population, 
as is the duty of the Government. It is not true that 
I tried to prevent people discovering the truth about the Jews 
and that I prohibited the Srurrmer. It is true that the Police 
President prohibited the circulation of this paper because he 
considered it was endangering public security. It is true that the 
Police President did this with my approval. It is not true that I 
prepared a law to break the influence of National Socialism. It is 
true that grave collective insults against the Jewish population of 
Danzig created conditions which were in conflict with our Treaty 
obligations, our legal status and the emphatic declarations of the 
Government.” This letter was described by Dr. Goebbels on Saturday 
night as moral suicide.” 


The Government and Streicher’s Ideals 
Another Hint by Dr. Frick 


Speaking in Nuremberg, Dr. Frick, Minister of the Interior, 
paid a warm tribute to Julius Streicher. “The two vears of anti. 
Jewish policy,” he said, “could not have been so successfully 
achieved without the aid of Herr Streicher, wiiose ideals are now in 
sight.” ‘The words that we have italicised are taken by many (in 
conjunction with Dr. Frick’s statement that a new citizenship law 
is pending) to mean that the legal status of German Jewry will! 
shortly be defined by the Government on the lines desired by 
Julius Streicher.

No German Reply 
PROBABLE SWISS ACTION 


No reply to the Swiss Note on the kidnapping of the Jewish 
journalist, Berthold Jacob, has yet been received from the 
German Government, but it can be confidently anticipated that the 
Swiss demands will be rejected. In that case the Swiss Govern- 
ment will demand that the question should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion under the treaty of 1921 between Germany and Switzerland, by 
which the contracting parties agreed to submit to arbitration all 
differences of any sort that might arise between them and that had 
not been settled by diplomatic methods within a reasonable time. 
If Germany refuses to agree to arbitration Switzerland will presum- 
ably appeal to the League. The Swiss press unanimously supports 
the attitude of the Government and severely condemns the conduct 
of the German authorities. 

“Swiss sovereignty bas been violate] and we are determined 
to get satisfaction,” declared M. Motta the Foreign Minister, in the 
Federal Council, replying to a further interpellation. He reiterated 
the Government's determination to resort to arbitration if necessary, 
adding, “ It is not a matter of the individual butof principle. .. . 
We shall show neither weakness nor hesitation. We are determined 
to uphold our national honour and moral repute.” 

The International Association of Journalists Accredited to the 
League of Nations has sent M. Motta a telegram of congratulation. 

M. Baumann, Chief of the Federal Department of Justice and 
Police, has drafted a bill with the object of suppressing espionage 
and the activities of foreign agents provocateurs in Switzerland, 
The Government have approved of the bill in principle, and it is 
expected to come into force at the end of May. 

The Berlin correspondent of Tue Times says that “in Germany 
the Jacob case has given more weight to the arguments of those 
moderates who have been endeavouring for some time past to bring 
the Gestapo, or Secret Police, under the control of the Ministry of 
the Interior. An early decision on this proposal is hardly to be 
expected, it being known that the radical elements in the National. 
Socialist Party are putting upa bitter, and so far successful, fight.’ 

In the House of Commons on Monday Sir Charles Cayzer (C., 
Chester) asked the Home Secretary whether the inquiries now being 
carried on by the Metropolitan Police in connection with the dis- 
appearance of Herr Jacob have disclosed the presence in this country 
ofany counter-refugee organisation engaged in undesirable activities; 
and, in this case, whether any special steps are being taken by the 
Home Office to have any of the persons concerned deported. 

Captain Crookshank, Under-Secretarv, Home Office, replied:

Emigration 
The Report of the Hilfsverein 


The Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden has published a report 
of its work in 1934, showing that the main work during the year 
was connected with emigrant welfare. The Association gave advice 
in 15,700 cases relating to emigration, affecting 39,300 persons, since 
many of those who sought advice were acting on behalf of their 
families. 3,200 people were enabled to emigrate with the aid of 
financial assistance provided by the Hilfsverein. 

The Hilfsverein also continued its work of advising and assist- 
ing emigrants from Eastern Europe passing through Germany to 
overseas countries. In 1934, 12.795 transmigrants were assisted by 
the railway aid service of the Hilfsverein at the Schlesische Railway 
Station in Berlin—65,331 men, 5,116 women and 2,348 children. The 
railway service deals particularly with the Chalutzim groups passing 
through Germany ‘to Palestine. The Hilfsverein Committees in 
Hamburg and Bremen are also continuing their welfare work for 
emigrants and re-emigrants passing through these ports. 


Provincial Jews in Berlin 


A Federation of Jewish Hometown Organisations has been 
formed in Berlin ta concentrate the work of the various organisations 
of Jews living in Berlin organised according to the various towns 
from which they have come. Such organisations have existed for 
some time; they have kept people from the same town in touch, and 
have made themselves responsible for the upkeep of the Jewish 
cemeteries where the Communities have now ceased to exist, or are 
in process of liquidation. The work bas now grown to such an 
extent that it has. been found necessary to amalgamate all these 
organisations into a Federation. 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 
THE names of a number of German girls have been published 
by the SCHLESISCHE ZEITUNG, which alleges that they have been 
seen talking to Jewish youths. By such action, declares the news- 


paper, the girls have © excluded themselves from the community of 
the people.” 


As the result of new regulations the number of listeners 
exeinpted from holding wireless licences will be increased by 
180,000.

THe authorities of the State Sick Benefit Fand at Wirzburg 
have exhibited a placard which reads as follows: “Jews trust 
Jewish doctors, Germans trust German doctors.” TheC. V. ZeEITUNG 
proposes an addition: ~ Patients, trust good doctors.” 

THe GEMEINDEBLATT, official organ of the Jewish Communities 
in the Khineland and Westphalia, has been suspended for three 
weeks, and the editor, Fritz Neulaender, has been arrested because 
the paper had offended the WrestTpEUTSCHER BEOBACHTER, the Nazi 
daily in Cologue, and “ held up to contempt National-Socialist racial 
feelings.” 

Tue Reich Organisation for German Artisanship has issued 
instructions with regard to the carrying out of tlie Artisans’ 
OrJinance, in which it makes the request that the artisan signs 
issued by the Artisan Chambers should not be given to “ non- 
Aryans.” 

' I? is understandable for the authorities to be deceived.” runs 
an artic'e in DeutTscHEes Recut. “It is less pardonable when they 
let themselves be deceived by a Jew; for whereas a fellow-German 
can be presumed to be decent, a Jew, as every racial enemy, must 
be presumed not to be decent. In every such case, decency must be 
proved. Any German authority who has dealings with a Jew must 
know what it has to expect,and must be prepared for an attempt by 
the Jew to deceive it.”

GROWING FEAR OF POGROMS 

Student rioting of almost unprecedented violence broke out this 
week in Bucharest and kept the Jewish population in a state of 
panic. Mobs of students went rioting through the streets attacking 
Jews, smashing the windows of Jewish shops and forcing Jewish 
merchants to close down their premises. Numbers of the students 
were arrested. The Medical Faculty of the University, the storm 
centre of the rioting, has now been closed down. The cause leading 
to the attacks is said to have been resentment of new admissions of 
Jewish medical students. 

Meanwhile, ex-Premier Vaida-Voevod's “ constitutional" cam- 
paign in the same direction is developing. He has now organised 
bis own Peasants’ Party and has issued a manifesto containing a 
resolution in favour of the numerus clausus. The new Party intends 
to publish its own daily, the RUMANIAN Front. An illuminating 
article in this connection appears in the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG. 
“ Vaida-Voevod's action in placing himself now at the head of the 
Nationalist agitation has stirred the whole Rightintoactivity. The 
anti-Semitic movement run by Professor Cuza has existed for 
decades,” it declares, “ but has not made any progress. The Iron 
Guard attracted attention for a while, but now nothing is heard of 
it. The National Socialist Party, headed by Colonel Stefan Tatarescu, 
has fared no better.” Similarly with the National Peasants’ Party 
and other parties. “It seems,’ the paper concludes, ~ that with 
Vaida's action Rumanian nationalism has become a factor.”’

Fine Work for the Refugees 


Year's Record of Achievement 


‘From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM) 


The splendid manner in which Dutch Jewry has faced up to its 
responsibility towards the Jewish refugees fleeing across the German 
frontier has revealed itself to its 
full extent in the report which has 


just been issued by the Jewish 
Committee set up to deal with the 
cituation two years ago. 

With the exception of the special 
Refugees Committee which is still 
in existence in The Hague, all the 
provincial Committees ceased their 
local activities at the end of 1934 
with the object of more effectively 
centralising refugee work in 
Amsterdam. 

During the past year, no less 
that 140,000 guilders (about 
£20,000) was collected in Amster- 
dam alone for refugee work, with 
an additional 10,000 guilders for 
the support of refugee intellec- 
tuals. Provincial collections in the 
same period amounted to 160,000 
guilders, while contributions 
received in Amsterdam from Jews 


In the Dutch Colonies amounted 
¢o 2.500 guild Dutel yi Professor Dr. D. Cohen with his 

oo uteh subjects cicter during an inspection of the 


residing in England, Germany. 
Switzerland, Monaco and America, 
contributed 2,650 guilders. In 
addition, the Dutch Academic Assistance Council obtained funds 
amounting to 48,000 guilders, and Dutch Jewry provided no less 
than 50,000 guilders for the refugee training colony in Wieringermeer. 
For the purpose of settling German children in Palestine, the Com- 
mittee collected 48,000 guilders. Those aware of the severe economic 
depression under which the Jewish masses are labouring in Holland 
will appreciate from the figures here recorded, the great sacrifices 
made on behalf of the refugees. 

Notwithstanding the substantial sums collected in Holland, the 
funds proved inadequate for the work which the Committee was 
called upon to perform, and it was found necessary to appeal to 
similar committees in other countries for financial assistance. This 
was forthcoming from the American Joint Distribution Committee 


(108,000 guilders), the Hicem (77,000 guilders), and Central British 
Fund (7,000 guilders).

A New Appeal 


The Amsterdam dealt with more than 5,000 
refugees; nearly 3,000 of these have since emigrated and a large 
number are still dependent upon the Committee for support. The 
problem of finding the necessary resources to continue the work is 
becoming acute and in order to secure a more regular flow of funds 
an appeal has been issued to all Jews throughout Holland assessed 
for the communal tax to contribute voluntarily 5 per cent. above 
their assessment for the purpose of the refugee fund. 

Not only has the situation called for financial sacrifices but it 
has demanded from Jewish leaders great personal efforts to grapple 
successfully with an added social and economic problem. Among 
those who are devoting themselves untiringly to the work are Mr. 
A. Asscher, the communal lay head, and Professor Dr. D. Coben. the 
Hon. Secretary of the Committee, whose efforts on behalf of the 
refugees have earned for him a place of honour in communal life.

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF HENRY CRABB RoBINsoN. By Edith J, 
Morley. (Dent. 10s, 6d.) 


“ The present,’ wrote Hazlitt, ‘‘is an age of talkers and not of doers.” 
Henry Crabb Robinson was unique in being both a talker and a doer, but his 
#reatest talent was for observation rather than for creative work, Other 
and more brilliant talkers had in him a Boswell of great accuracy, sense and 
clarity of judgment. He was an admirable- commentator on an age whose 
judgment was often obscured by blind partiality or wild enthusiam. In 
this scholarly work, Professor Edith Morley has 'inked together with much 
skill his diaries, private papers and other available material concerning 
his life and activities. Often hitherto the Crabb Robinson diaries have 
been used to illumine biographies of Lamb, Coleridge or Wordsworth. 
Here just tribute has been rendered by the use of their letters and 
notes to enlighten us about Crabb Robinson himself and the volume 
is, in consequence, a rich storehouse of the period. Apart from his 
innumerable friendships and astonishing variety of interests, Crabb 
Robirpson was remarkable as a man narrow in nothing and tiberal in ever, 
thing, and bis inflaence on those around him must have been consilerable. 
He notes, for instance, Wordsworth’s growing toleration with regard to the 
Jewish Disabilities Bill of 1817, aud Wordsworth was many times in the closest 
contact with him. He was a convert, like Coleridge, to Unitarianism, and 
helped to get the Dissenters’ Chapel Act through Parliament, and so passionate 
an abolitionist that he could not bring himeelf to speak to an American. 
Similar liberal sympathies moved him to take his share in the foundation of 
University College, and for this and because he was a great-hearted Englishman 
standing for freedom and forbearance we Jews owe him an especial debt. Miss 
Morlevy's stucy is the best possible guide to our knowledge of his life. 


ROBERT GROSSTESTE AND THE JEWs, by Lee M. Friedman. (Harvar.t 
University Press: London, Humphrey Milford. 10s. 6d.) 

One of the most famous, most virile and most learned English ecclesiastics 
ofthe Middle Ages was Robert Grossteste, Bishop of Lincoln (1175-1253). His 
contacts with the Jews were of the utmost importance. He was one of the rare 
(hristian Hebraists of medieval England. He wrote aonce-famous conversionist 
treatise, first published in London at the time when the question of the Resettle 
ment was uppermost in men’s minds. Above all, he was responsible for one of 
the earliest proposals for de-urbanising the Jews and resettling them on the soil, 
which he communicated to the pious Countess of Winchester in 1231, when she 
desired to receive on her demesnes thoss expelled by Simon de Montfort from 
Leicester. The accident of having acquired a medieval manuscript of the * }) 
Cessatione Legalium,”’ faller than the printed text, is the occasion for another 
slender volume by Mr. Friedman. Thisisa delightfully produced work with three 
illustrations—inelading one showing the Oxford “ Domus Conversornm,”’ the 
counection of which with the Jews is now authoritatively denied. It is little 
more than an essav, indeed,and even so might have devoted a larger proportion 
of its space to matter more germane to the subject under consideration (which, 
as indicated above, is of real importance). The work is nevertheless necessary 
to any comprehensive Anglo-Jewish library. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY OF HEBREW TRANSLATIONS OF GERMAN WORKS, 
by Israel Schapiro. (New York: Bloch). 

Not long ago, Dr. Schapiro (Chief of the Division of Semitic Literature in 
the Library of Congressat Washington) produced an exhaustive Bibliography of 
Hebrew translations of English works: an able and in some respects almost 
fascinating compilation, which is not known in this country anything like so 
widely as it should be. He has now followed this up with a companion, drawn 
up on the same principles. Its range is, of cours, rather wider than that of the 
previous volume. Three different strataare here discernible. First come a few 
scattered works of the period of the **‘ Meassefim,’’ intended to acquaint Hebrew 
readers with the treasures of contemporary European literatare. Then ths 
revivalists in Russia and Poland take a hand, translating eagerly a few classical 
masterpieces, scientific textbooks and fragments of ‘‘ Judische Wissenschaft.” 
Finally, in the post-war period, and particularly in Palestine, comes a spate of 
renderings of the most up-to-date German fiction and belles-lettres, incladin« 
works of Wassermann, Feuchtwanger, the brothers Zweig and soon, lt seems 
amazing that a sufficiently large pablic can be found for this apparent!)

March issue is just to hand. It is well written and, apart from news about 
the movement, contains a number of interesting and instructive articles. The 
sketch of the life of Joseph Trumpeldor, by *‘ Yisrael Ben-Ari,’’ is calculated to 
stir the imagination of youthful readers; while Olive Blok, in “Spring in 
Palestine,’’ presents a graphic picture of the scenes that greet the sojourner in 
Eretz Yisrael at this season of the year. ‘ Nahalal,’’ adapted from the Hebrew 
by E. Lesser, is a spirited account of the heroic work of the early pioneers which 
has raised this fine settlement in place of the malarial swamps among which so 
many of them died. A letter from John Harris, a former leader in the move- 
ment, at present working in Haifa, and some excellent verse, complete this 
record of the progress of a Jewish Youth Movement now some 1,500 strong— 
and a very attractive record it is. 


MY PART IN GERMANY’S FIGHT. By Dr. Joseph Goebbels, 
and Blackett, 15s.) 

Dr. Goebbels’ so-called “‘ Diary’ is one example more of a characteristic 
feature of Nazi tactics—saying the same thing over and over again without 
bothering to give ita new aspect. It isa piece of straightforward propaganda, 
ploughing the same old furrows and written ia that stilted terminology which, 
trom the very beginning, defied translation. 

Intended as *‘a monument to the Party,” it isa self-portrait of the author, 
who, in recording his share in the German revolution, has donned no cloak 
of modesty. In fact it seems difficult: to conceive what remained to others 
to do when Dr. Goebbels has detucted his share. Couched in the strident 
dogmatising so familiar from the loudspeaker, it makes strenuous reading. 
But it is not the doubtfal propagandist value of this book that concerns us, it is 
the spirit it incorporates and the personality of the author, the most cynical of 
all demagogues, who takes good care to disseminate his vituperations at 
calculated intervals lest the fervour of Nazi anti-Semitism should relax. The 
mental attitude expressed in this book should be a warning to all who believe 
that the lot of German Jewry will imp ove in time, and those who share this 
opinion should not fail to put their belief to the test of this ** Diary.” They 
cannot but recognise that not the faintest ray of hope can emanate from those 
who, now as ever, fall back upon the most convenient scapegoat in history to 
divert attention into other than the natural channels. This monument of 
hatred emphasises once more that as long as the swastika reigns in Germany, 
page after page will be addel to the long story of sufferings already recorded, 
and Dr. Goebbels will be one of the foremost in dictating the text.

FRANZ KAPKA, ERZAEHLUNGEN UND KLEINE PROSA (Schocken Verlag, 
Berlin). 


This is a collection of the minor works of Franz Kafka, a novelist who may 
be ascribed to the Russian school rather than to the modern Judeo-German 
category among whom Feuachtwanger and Wassermann are the shining li¢hts. 
Kafka attracts even while his macabre themes and moody style repel. Nothing 
could be more terrible than his weird *‘In der Strafkolonie,’’ a Grand Guignol 
description of the tables being tarned on the superintendent of a diabolical 
engine of torture. Kafka’s subjects are for the most part on the gloomy side 
and his mode of writing contributes little to let in the light and air on his stuffy 
themes. This is the first of six volames of his collected works edited by Max 
Brod, who occasionally collaborated with Kafka.

No. 805.—An Excursion in Folk Lore 
My Dear COUSEN, 


The other day I came across a strange volume containing a 
collection of magical formule and advice current among Jews in 
the Middle Ages and down to the seventeenth century. ‘That 
Geutiles in past gemerations had recourse to magic is generally 
known. Magic, witehcraft, devil worship and the like constitute « 
most interesting chapter in the history of European civilisation. 
Vh. Universities caltivated learning, the Church attempted to teach 
tru religion; but among the masses, largely ignorant and illiterate. 
all manner of strange beliefs continued to exist, sometimes to 
inspire terror, sometimes to bring happiness. [t would have been 
passing strange if Jews had remained immune from the affliction. 
Wherever they dwelt the Jews with their strongly marked capacity 
to «ssimilate the vices and virtues of the people around them, 
adopted some or all of the superstitions of their age. From 
Persia came the belief in angels and devils, and these flutter 
in and out of the pages of Rabbinic literature: in a future 
if. vague, without form or detail, but with an appeal 
none the less; im the conflict of good and evil. It may be that 
having aeguired alien superstitions the Jews gave them a 
colouring or a shape specifically Jewish. But the fact remains that 
the aliem superstitions crept into Jewish life. despite the Biblical 
injunction to have nothing to do with witchcraft or divination. <A 
Miinonides may have characterised all this popular faith as mad 
no-.: other Rabbis were more lenieut and declared that the popular 
.. perstitions of their time were not those denoted in the Bible 

rhe mystics indeed could not but give their blessing to super- 
<| tions; their entire attitude of mind favoured strange incantations.

Jewish Historical Society 


THREE PAPERS ON MAIMONIDES 


JURIST, PHILOSOPHER AND MAN 


Three papers in connection with the eighth centenary of 
Maimonides were read at a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society 
of England in the Gustave Tuck Theatre of University College, 
Gower Street, W.C., on Monday evening by the Chief Rabbi, by 
Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein and by Dr. 5. Rawidowicz. 

The President of the Society, the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, D.S.O., 
who presided over a crowded attendance, said that the Society had 
reprinted the life of Maimonides that was written and published thirty 
years ago by the late Dr. Israel Abrahams and Dr, Yellin. Phis reprint, 
which was an exact replica of the first edition with the exception of 
one illustration, would be ready for sale in two weeks’ time at the price 
of 2s. 6d. 

The CHIEF RABBI, whose subject was" Moses Maimonides— A General 
Estimate,” in the course of his paper said that the originality of 
Maimonides was that of creative synthesis. He summed up all that had 
been achieved in Israel in the past; and, at the same time, he cast the 
light of his genius upon the generations to come, guiding | their Steps, 
illumining their paths, and directing them to humanity's highest ideals.

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United Synagogue Budget 


Organisation's Rapid Growth 
MANY NEW CONGREGATIONS 


TIGHTENING-UP ADMINISTRATIVE MACHINERY 


As briefly announced in our last issue, a Meeting of the Council 
of the United Synagogue was held last week at Woburn House. 
Mr. FRANK SAMUEL, Senior Treasurer, was loudly applauded on 
» sing to make his first “ Budget Speech.” Presenting the Accounts 
oud Estimates of the United and Constituent Synagogues, he began 
by referring to the remarkable growth that has taken place in 
| nited Synagogue activities during the comparatively few post-war 
To-day, despite the fact that the District Synagogue scheme 
became effective as recently as 1928, it comprises no less than seven 
istrict Synagogues, whilst two or more were on the point of 
odmission, The sum total of Constituent, District, Affiliated and 
\ssociate Congregations was to-day no less than fifty-four. An 
»-sential part of this development had been the provision of adequate 
cilities for education. The special needs of the younger members 
of the congregations in the matter of social and intellectual inter- 
course had not been overlooked. Practically all of the Constituent 
| District Synagogues had now available suitable accommodation 
which was being largely utilised and widely appreciated by the 
ising generation. During the years in question no less than 
(295,000 had been expended or sanctioned for the provision of 
premises for religious activities. This figure indicated clearly the 
agnitude of the task which the United Synagogue was shouldering 
the unquestioned benefit of the London Jewish Community. 
minds of such immense importance from the broad Communal 
point of view, as the United Synagogue Hebrew and Religion 
isses Fand and the Training of Ministers Fand, were among 
many creations of those intensive fifteen years. In Welfare 
ck the complete re-organisation of this section of the United 
~ynagogue activities had been undertaken entirely since the War. 
'o demonstrate the growth that had taken place in the work of the 
‘elfare Committee, he pointed out that in 1920 the total expenditure 
f that Committee—including the Jewish Institute—was £2,557. In 
i4 it had risen to £5,478, whilst the expenditure estimated for 
035 shows a further increase to £5,991. The direct contribution of 
the United Synagogue to the Welfare Committee's activities showed 
n even more striking expansion, The contribution from General 
Vurposes Account tothe Welfare Committee in 1920 amounted to 
CO06, it had grown in 1934 to £5,067 with an estimated allocation in 
95 of no less than £5 646. 
Decreased Support for General Purposes Account 
it was a regrettable fact, continued the Treasurer, that the 
position of their Synagogues was such that they were no longer 
rendering to the General Purposes Account a measure of tinancial 
supportin relation to the United Synagogue's ever growing activities, 
nor commensurate with the obligations which they were constantly 
being called upon to fulfill. Whereas in 1920 the product of the 
per. cent. tax for general purposes and the assessment on gross 
revenue of the Constituent Synagogues amounted to £11,166, in 1954 
it only exceeded that sum by £259. During 1954, despite the increase 
in the income of the Constituent Synagogues of approximately £400, 
the expenditure during the same period had increased by approxt- 
mately double that sum. Were it not for the fact that it had been 
found possible by means of the United Synagogue Covenant Fund to 
augment the amounts paid by many members in respect of their 
various dues they would indeed be sadly handicapped. 
Local Administration Must be Improved 
After stressing the vital importance of the additional income 
arising from covenants, the Treasurer referred to the volume of 
administrative work which resulted from their constant growth and 
which was of necessity expanding year by year. “ There are, how- 
ever, aspects of the administrative work which my colleagues and | 
view with grave concern, and I would be failing in my duty unless 
|! emphasised these with all the force at my command. We feel, and 
we feel strongly, that in some cases much that could have been 
done towards the maintenance of financial equilibrium had been left

undone. We feel convinced that with more thorough organisation 
additional membership could have been secured, leakage of 


membership curtailed and in certain-instances expenditure could— 
with no loss of efficiency—have been keptdown. The Council will, I 
am sure, be at one with me when I say that the danger point has been 
reached when we find, as we find in the figures which are before us 
to-night, that the aggrezate expenditure of all the Constituent 
Synagogues falls short by the veriest trifle of their aggregate 
income. It may seem incredib'e but it is no less a fact that out of 
the gross surplus of those Synagogues that have surpluses, no less 
than 97 per cent. was required to meet the deficits of the others. 
Whilst recognising to the full that ‘deficit’ is a financial term 
which bears no relation at all to religious life and activity, and 
equilly appreciating that just as good religious work is being done 
ut those Synagogues which we term ‘deficit’ as in those which we 
term ‘surplus,’ we feel that it is imperative that steps should be 
taken on the one hand to improve income and on the other 
hand to make sure that every safeguard is being provided to 
prevent unnecessary expenditure. With these considerations in 
mind it would certainly appear that the time has come when— 
perhaps following naturally on the appointment of a Headquarters 
Membership Committee with its own membership officer —the 
Council may have to take upon their shoulders a larger measure of 
responsibility for the administrative side of Synagogal work.” It 
might well be that for the improvement of the administrative work 
generally—the Council might in the immediate future have to 
consider whether some measure of financial responsibility in respect 
of the local work might not have to be assumed by the Council, 
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together with some greater measure of control than the Council at 
present exercised. He was not referring to the religious organisa- 
tion of Constituent Synagogues, but exclusively to the office work 
which falls on the Secretaries, clerical assistants and those respon- 
sible for dealing with members’ contributions. If the United Syna- 
gogue was to be in a position to bear the ever-growing burdens 
which it was its duty to shoulder, then it and its constituents must 
be possessed of an organisation which not only at the centre but at 
each Synagogue must be as efficient as it could be made by the 
whole body of Constituent Synagogues acting together in that 
Council. 
Investment Problems and Actuarial Responsibilities 

After explaining the changes in investments that had been 
made in view of current conditions so as to secure a more 
permanent and more steady yield of income, the Treasurer spoke 
of the serious repercussion on the United Synagogue finances, 
of the largely diminished rate of interest from Trustesa 
investments as compared with but a short time ago. In no 
respect was the effect of this change more serious than in con- 
nection with the investment year by year of the amounts 
which were being contributed both by officials and the United 
Synagogue in respect of the Superannuation Fund. It had, there- 
fore, been decided to request their actuary to prepare a valuation 
of the whole of their superannuation and pension liabilities based 
on current interest rates, and when that was available the matter 
would receive the most careful consideration of the Honorary 
Officers. During the past year their actual payments in respect of 
pensions amounted to no less than £7,846, 

The Accounts 


The gross revenue of the Constituent Synagogues, including the 
whole of the voluntary funds, said the Treasurer, amounted to 
vs3,706 as compared with £83,307 in the preceding year. After 
dealing briefly with the General Purposes, Legacies and Funding, 
Visitation Committee, Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society and 
Welfare Committee Accounts, he drew attention to the Chief 
Rabbis Fund for which the United Synagogue had again to provide 
alarge sum, £1,676, in order to balance it. They regard the con. 
tributions made to this fund by other congregations, he said, as quite 
inadequate, and as indicating a failure on the part of many Communi- 
ties to realise their responsibilities towards the maintenance of the 
Chief Rabbinate. The Building Fund showed thatthe expenditure was 
over £700 heavier than in the preceding year, mainly in connection 
with works carried out at the Constituent Synagogues. The origina! 
aivance of £9,000 from the St. Helens Court Fund had now been 
extinguished by the recoupment of the outstanding balance of £900 
during the past year. He regretted that the Mutual Aid Fund was 
not more solidly founded. The decrease in contributions from 
members was more than disappointing and unfortunately the special 
appeal which was made during 1934 had, up to the present, not borne 
fruit. If the members did not feel disposed to pay the whole 
amount of the voluntary tax for Mutual Aid a partial contribution 
would be warmly welcomed. There had been some increase in the 
nett revenue of the Burial Society in the past year. The Treasurers 
ofthe Society had decided to transfer the sum of £1,000 into an 
equalisation fund. The Associate Synagogue Account showed that 
there were still outstanding considerable sums which had fallen 
due for repayment some time ago. 

Calling attention to the load of work which fell upon the 
shoulders of the Joint Secretaries, Mr. Goldberg and Mr. Isaac, and 
upon the whole of the staff at Head Office, the Treasurer expressed 
deep appreciation of the splendid aud invaluable services which the 
Secretaries and the staff were rendering. “ Were it not for their 
complete co-operation which entails the sacrifice of a great part of 
their leisure to the needs of the United Synagogue, much of our 
work would be impossible.” In conclusion, the Treasurer said that 
it was immensely encouraging to see how closely the younger 
generation were identifying themselves with the development of 
the new congregations, and how anxious they were to strengthen 
the bonds of traditional Judaism in their own localities. 

The Accounts for 1934 of the Constituent Synagogues were passed and 
the Estimates for 1935 were adopted. 

Selecting Ministers in Absentia 

When the Council was asked to ratify the declaration of a vacancy 
for the election of a person to fill the office of Reader of the Dalston 
sSvynagoruue in place of the Rev. P. Fassenfeld, who will sbortly attain the 
age limit of sixty-five, Mr. J.LeESLIF said that they had already appomted 
five members of the Panel to serve on the Selection Committee for the 
vacancy now being discussed. He took it that it was the duty of the 
Sele>tion Committee to help the local Committee in choosing a proper man 
for the position. They could do so only if they attended the Synagogue 
service to hear the candidates. - None of the five members 
appointed to act on the Selection Commiuttce had attended the services at 
the Borough Synagocu> when they tried candidates. Yet the final choices 
Was ma le by the selection Committee, 

Sir ISIDORE SALMON said that Mr. Leslie should have been pleased 
that the Executive had such confidence in the local Board that they were 
quite. prepared to accept their recommendation. (There were cries of 
“wot. Not") Manv of these candidates, continued Sir Isidore, were 
known to the Selection Com'nittee : and it was not so essential to CO and 
hear them. once having heard them elsewhere, Of course, he would like 
to say that wherever possible it was desirable to attend to hear the 
candidates, and he was quite sure that what Mr. Leslie had said would 
be borne in mind, 

The Council agreed to ratify the vacancy at the Dalston Synagogue, 

Union of Hackney Congregations 

The next important matter in the Executive Committee Report was 
the consideration of the Scheme for the Union of the Congregations of the 
South Hackney Synagogue and the Central Hackney Synagogue, The 
report of the Executive on the subject outlines recommendations which 
include the enlargement of the South Hackney Synagogue premises at 
Devonshire Road to accommodate the combined congregations. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was sure that the Council would feel that the 
union of these two Congregations was one of the most, important events 
that had happened in the history of the United Synagogue in recent 

years. 

After a discussion, in which thanks were accorded to Messrs. 8. J. 
Goldberg, I. W. Goldberg, G. G, Winbourne, the Chairman and other 
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Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, for their efforts in bringing to 
a successful conclusion the negotiations for the amalgamation, a number 
of resolutions were adopted relative to the setting up of a combined Syna- 
gogue to be known as the Hackney Synagogue. 

Sir ISIDORE SALMON reported excellent progress being made in connec- 
tion with the new Constituent Synagogue being erected at Hendon. (A 
report of the laying of the foundation-stone of this Synagogue is printed 
elsewhere in this issue). 


Synagogue Accommodation for North-West London 


At the last meeting of the Council a report was submitted with 
reference to the provision of synagogal accommodation in North-West 
London, and the acquisition of a site at Kinloss Gardens, North Circular 
Road, was approved. After close examination of the position the Honorary 
Officers.feel that the time is not yet ripe to erect large synagogal buildings 
in this area. The Executive Connnittee think that the religious needs of 
the district can at present most suitably be provided for by the erection 
of buildings of moderate size to serve the purpose of Synagogue, class- 
rooms and hall. It is therefore proposed that one sach building be 
erected on the site at Kinloss Gardens, North Circular’ Road, and another 
smaller building on a site acquired at Norrice Lee, Hampstead Garden 
Suburb. 

Mr. Sou. Josepms. Financial Representative of the Golders Green 
Synagogue, said that before they decided to spend large sums of money 
en two buildings the honorary officers of the Golders Green Synagogue 
should have been asked to discuss the suitability of the sites. The two 
sites were very close together. and it was a very grave mistake to erect 
the two buildings in the neighbourhoods suggested. He moved the 
reference back of these schemes for further consultation. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was impossible to multiply consultations. 
At the Executive Committee meeting which was attended by all the 
Honorary Officers of the Synagogues, not one objection was raised. He 
did not know whether the Honorary Officers of the Golders Green Syna- 
gogne were at the mecting or not, and if they were not he would have to 

bring another indictment against them. (Laughter). Onething they had 
always had in mind in these schemes; they took care that in furthering 
the interest of one district they were not damaging the interests of another. 

Mr. L. ELTON asked whether the taking of a definite decision might 
he postponed for the time being to the great advantage of the larger 
question of religious organisation. 

After some further discussion, both schemes were approved. 

Mr. JOSEPH FREEDMAN presented the Report of the Building 
Committee and Mr. LAWRENCE LEVY the Report of the Burial Committec. 
Dr. Dennis H. GEFFEN, presenting the Report of the Visitation Com 
mittee, appealed to Jewish employers to give employment to discharged 
Jewish prisoners, Anyone employing a discharged prisoner was rendering 
a ¢dreat service to the Jewish Community.

[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM 


The opening parade of the Second Maccabiah was a real 
“kibbutz galuyoth,” a gathering of the exiles in a reassertion of the 
indomitable Jewish spirit. In that international array, Jewry gave 
its answer to Hitlerism and its spurious racial theories: a telling 
response of vigour and fearlessness. In Tel-Aviv, flags and emblems 
were everywhere : in the harness of horses, on wagons, radiator caps 
of ‘buses and cars, stuck like dirks in the stockings of those who affect 
plus-fours for attire, in festoons and streamers over the streets, and 
in the huge new Stadium ina variety of manifestations. The way 
to the Levant Fair, which the Stadium adjoins and which is its 
principal entrance, was one to be travelled perforce slowly. 

Lord Melchett's arrival and ascent of the saluting-base were 
marked with enthusiastic outbursts; his speech in Hebrew captured 
popular imagination. It was forty-five minutes before the long and 
colourful procession of athletes ended, three quarters of an hour of 
keen enjoyment. Then, afier the speeches, the huge Maccabiah flag 
was hoisted dn the Jewish National Fund tower, “the symbol of 
regeneration and redemption linked to the soil"; and “ Hatikvah” 
echoed through the amplifiers.

On Monday all shops and all factories and workshops in 
isalem stopped work from noon until 6 p.m., in response to the 
for a general strike of merchants and tradesmen who hold 
incies in Jerusalem, as a protest against the Government's 
refusal to apply the Rent Restriction Ordinance to Jerusalem. The 
appeal issued by the Strike Committee to the shopkeepers,

meetings, and a sub-Committee was empowered to declare a strike

of 5 000 flats for 25, 000 people ; next year it 1s proposed to build 10,000 
flats. and thereafter to maintain the number until the slum clearance 
problem is disposed of, Mr. Silkin sand that while the major solution 
was by providing flats, many families were able and willmg to live 
on the outskirts on a cottage estate, having a house and garden to 
themselves. sites were hemng cli veloped i” the North, South bast, and 
West of the metropolis, which would provide, im all, some 10,000 
cottages. ‘‘ The East Fnd of London,.”’ added Mr. Silkin, *“ cannot 
and should not be dealt with piecemeal without an ordered plan. The 
East-ender is a great person.”

The Annual General Meeting of Smart Brothers, Limite, was held 
on the 10th inst., at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. 8. J. Goldberg (the Chairman), who presided, said that Hire- 
Purchase Debtors amounted to £1,677,730, which was an increase on the 
previous year of £209,058. The balauce of profit and loss account was 
£269,928, as compared with £169,302 for the year 1933, showing an 
increase of £91,626, and was a record in the history of the Company.

It was also proposed that a sum of £26,259, 
being part of the undivided profits standing to the credit of General Reserve, be 
capitalise | and distribated by way of bonus on the Ordinary and “A” Ordinary 
shares in the proportion of one new “A”’ Ordinary share for every 20 Ordinary 
shares or *A”’ Ordinary shares held at the closing of the books on March 25th, 
1935. Allotment letters relating t» the bonus shares would be posted t> all 
shareholders within a few days alter the meeting. 

The Directors had given very careful consideration to the policy which 
ought to b> pursued in connection with the distribution of profits. They were 
natarally anxious to declare as large a dividend as was compatible with souud 
finance and the building upofa strong financial position. Whilst Hire-Parchase 
Debtors were growing so rapidly asa resuit of the big extension of basiness 
and the opening of nev branches a large proportion of the profits were not 
immediately available for distribution, which therefore meant that considerable 
sums must be retaine!l in the business. Assuming that the present rate of 
promt was maintined and contin the same ol ing substantial 
sums to reserve, in course of time the Company should reach that happy 
po ition when it would not be necessary to retain s» lardgea pr portion of the 
profits in the busines:. 

The Hire-Purehase Debtors were by far tha most important asset that the 
Company possessed. They had increase! by approximately £300,00) during 
the past twelve months. 

Business remained consistently good during 1931. So far as the current 
vear had gone it had shown an increase over 1951, and, provided that conditions 
did not materially alter, he had every confidence that the results for 1935 would 
atleast be as good as last year’s buat everything depende l on the trade of the 
conutry. 

Tine Report and Statement of Accounts were alopted and a resolation was 
carrie] authorising the capitalisation and distribution of part of the General 
Reserve in the form of bonus shares. 

On the motion of Mr. A. Belisha a cordial vote of thanks was passed to the 
Chairman and Directors, and the proceedings terminate I.

It must, however, be 
borne in mind that in the early portion of last year the difficulties of clearing up 
the Coupon tra ling situation make a comparison somewhat hazardous. In the 
export trade where a comparison is possible, we have done considerably better 
to date than a* this time last year, and weare hoping that world conditions will 
settle down so as to make it possible that our preseut greater export trade may 
continue. 

You would doubtless like met) say something as to the prospects for the 
coming year. You will know from past experience that Iam very reluctant to 
do this, for ours isa peculiar trade, being in conjunction with the Wine and 
Spirit trade the refuge for all unimaginative Chancellorseverywhere who want 
more revenue. 

However, I believ2 w2 miy h»p: for more business, and we shall receive 
somewhat higher dividends from some of our Sabsidiaries, which two factors 
shou'd enable us to meet the very much greater cost of the raw material which, 
although the last crop of tobacco will not be use l during this year, when added 
to and average! with our previous stocks, must add considerably to our working 
costs.

HOPES FOR SOCIAL WORK 

A Correspondent writes : 

As a result of a dance held at La Boheme on Saturday night, the 
East London Synagogue Communal Hall Building Fund was increased by 
a sum of £60. 

The Key. M. Zeffertt, in the course of a short address, thanked all who 
had helped to make the function a success, mentioning in particular Mr. 
Gabriel Levy and Mr. David Harris, and the Hon. Officers and Board of 
Management of the Synagogne. 

There is no Jewish Communal Hall in the district, and although 
the new hall will be primarily forthe use of the sons and daughters of the 
Congregation, Mr. Zeffertt told me that it would be placed at the disposal 
of youth bodies in the district, at a comparatively nominal charge. 
Previous to the dance, he said, there was a little money in hand, which 
had been provided by small weekly contributions from members and a 
£50 donation from the East London Synagogue Ladies’ Guild. When the 
fund reaches a certain total it has been promised support by the United 
Synagogue. There is ample space on the Synagogue grounds for the 
building of the hall which will be planned to hold over 200 people and 
will adjoin the ““Sueccah.” ‘The dance on Saturday was the first appeal 
for support outside the East London Synagogue Congregation, but it is 
hoped to make a further and much wider appeal in the form of a Festival 
Dinner,

THE LEEDS FESTIVAL AND THE GLASGOW ORPHEUS 

The Royal Philharmonic Society concluded its 12%rd season last 
week with a really inspired performance of Verdi's maganilicent 
Requiem under Sir Thomas Beecham at his most exhilarating. [6 
is a work too seldom heard in this country, no doubt for tempera- 
mental reasons, but the loss is ours ; for it is a fine example of 
musical architecture, as well as a physically vital drama of action. 
It was its vitality that Sir Thomas emphasised in this performance. 
The soloists (Ina Souez, Margaret McArthur, Heddle Nash and 
Norman Walker) were all good, but Miss McArthur, who is a 
newcomer, surprised us by the obvious superiority of her voice. 
Though she restrained her volume as much as possible in order to 
blend with the others, one could not escape the realisation that one 
was listening to a voice the possibilities of which one does not hear 
very often. Yet the triumph of the evening was supplied by the 
Leeds Festival Choir whose singing, in Sit Thomas's own words, 
“could not be surpassed anywhere in the world.’ Their tone was 
rich and massive and their attack and sustained rhythm were 
excellent. 

Later in the week, the Glasgow Orpheus Choir under Sir Hugh 
Roberton came to the Queen's Hall and would have challenged 
comparison had the music not been so completely different. Their 
balance and discipline were impeccable, and their purity of tone 
was as effortless as their enunciation was clear. They seemed 
indeed to have no technical difficulties, but to be concerned only 
with responding to their conductor, who is a true lover of music. 
The programme contained, besides the Scottish folk-songs that fally 
deserve the attention lavished on them, such masterpieces as Elgar's 
“do, Song of Mine” and Orlando di Lasso’s “Hark! Hark! the 
Echo Falling.” B.G.S. 


New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra 

While holding the view that the series of popular classical 
concerts at the Trocadero Cinema, Elephant and Castle, are very 
valuable in the sense that they tend to bring some of the world’s 
greatest musical works to a wider audience, it js possible to question 
the validity of some of the readings of Mr. Serge Krish, the con- 
ductor. He lacks the wide view and, consequently, in the bigger 
works the playing seemed finicky and rhetorical: small points were 
magnified to such a degree that they became pointless and the 
whole conception suffered in spite of the good general level 
of the orchestra’s work. Yavanovitch Bratza played the solo part in 
Chaikowsky’s Violin Concerto and poured sentiment over a work 
already overloaded with that quality ; and Mr. Krish’s unfortunate 
habit of stamping the rhythm with his foot did not help the 
pianissimo passages. The redeeming feature of the afternoon was 
the singing of “My Heart is Weary” from “Nadeschda” by Goring 
Thomas. Hers is a small voice but of pleasant quality and she 
resolutely refused to be stampeded into shouting by the noise of the 
orchestra which frequently overbore her. 


Miss Sylvia Samson's Pupils 
An interesting pupils’ recital was given at the Hampstead Music 
School recently, interesting, not because of any particular 
individual performance—although the general standard was good— 
but because of the approach of the pupils to the compositions they

British Internaticnal have made a triumphant success of their 
Jubilee film which, undertaken at short notice, employed a squad of 
noted directors anda veritable army of well-known players. Wile not 
disdaining the use of news-reel and interest-film cuttings, the produc. 
tion has a greater ambition than that of any similar project and 
involves the reconstruction of many of the outstanding events of the 
King's reign. At the beginning we are given au enchanting glimpse of 
Pavlova dancing at the first Royal variety performance with cuts 
to George Robey and Harry Tate awaiting their turns.

NE of the strangest things of these 
modern days is the fact that large 
sections of the human race should 
appear to acquiesce in the surrender 
of liberties which it was thought had been 
won for ever, and place themselves under a 
thraldom which in essence, if not in degree, 
is not dissimilar from that of the Pharaohs of 
old. It shows that there is nothing sure and 
stable on this earth and that ~ Civilisation — 
is still subject to steep downward curves in 
its progress along the road of time. It is all 
very disquieting, and we Jews who have ever 
been able to survey the world with a certain 
detachment will behold the present scéne 
with a good deal of sadness, all the more 
because we are so vitally affected in this set 
back. The words of the Haggadah become 
charged with poignant meaning: ~ Not one 
only has risen up against us to destroy us, 
but in every generation men have risen 
against us to destroy us.’ The past record 
of salvation, however, gives us hope for the 
future—" But the Holy One, blessed be He, 

alwavs delivers us from their hands.” 


THE BATTLE FOR LIBERTS 

The battle for human liberty, it seems, has 
to be fought all over again : and if will be the 
more difficult to fight it when there are so 
many poluntary slaves. it is one thing fo. 
people to have their rights wrested from 
them. It is quite another when they—unde: 
some strange hvypnotism-—surrender the 
rights they have. Strangely enough it was 
a German (Klopstock! who said: “ He who has 
no opinion of his own, but depends upon the 
opinion and taste of others, is a slave. 
There can be little doubt that the great bulk 
of the German people, and of the Italian 
people too, have surrendered themselves 
to slavery. In so doing they have set back 
the clock, and, in Germany at any rate. given 
a reigo to a tyranny against which that 
of Pharaoh hardly seems to be worse. What 
makes the new thraldom the more insutffe 
able is that the men who wield it are of such 
inferior stuff compared to their victims and 
those who are subjected to it. “~The one 
intolerable sort of slavery.’ said Carlyle, 
“ over which the very gods weep, 1s the slaver, 
of the strong to the weak, of the great ani 
noble-minded to the small and mean, the 
slavery of wisdom to folly.” It is against a 
slavery of this kind that the battle has to be 
fought in God's good time and in God's own 
way. 

REASSERTING A PRINCIPLE 

Meanwhile all that we Jews can do is once 
more to reassert the eternal principle of 
human liberty. The Festival of Passover is 
the occasion on which we can do this and we 
shall do it, if need be, with loins girt and 
wanderer's staff in hand. We may remember 
that the first Exodus was out into the wilder.
